PARK OFFICIALS 
NOTIFIED OF CUT 
IN APPROPRIATION! 


•SI 1,670 WiUBe Spent On 
Repairs Under New 
Budget To Be Ef­ 
fective 
After 
July I. 


Officials of the Gettysburg national 
park today received word from the 
quartermaster general of the war de­ 
partment at Washington, 0. C., that 
the appropriation for the maintenance 
of the battlefield here for the fiscal 
year beginning July I will be $53,026, 
as compared with 
$53,600 for the 
present government year which ends 
June JO. 
Congress did not change the amount 
contained 
in 
the war department 
budget for the maintenance of the na­ 
tional park as contained in a meas­ 
ure introduced more than a month 
ago. 
The measure contains an item of 
$11,070 for the repair of roads, walks 
and drainage. 
This 
is 
the 
same 
amount the park officials had to work 
on since last July, and considerable 
headway was made toward repair of 
certain rough sections of tho ave­ 
nues. 
Several Avenues to Ik* Repaired 
With the 
ame appropriation 
for 
1927-28, park authorities today said 
other sections of avenues which have 
fallen into disrepair in recent years 
could be oiled and stoned. 
Several 
avenues are listed for repairs, but no 
work can be started until t h e n 
opens up. What avenues would be re­ 
paired was not divulged ut the office 
of the superintendent. 
The cut in the appropriation rep­ 
resents a saving of approximately one 
per cent over the present appropria­ 
tion. The saving probably will be ef­ 
fected in wages, officials said. 
According to the budget estimates 
which were followed by the commit­ 
tee in drafting the bill, the appropria­ 
tion would be expe nded in the follow­ 
ing manner: 
For salaries and wages, 
$35,826; stationery and office supplies,) 
$100; procurement of supplies. $2,755; tem from 
subsistence and care of animals and 
can* of vehicles, $100; repair of road-, 
walks and drainage, $11,670; repair of 
water and sewage systems, $50; re­ 
pair of fences, trellises 
and 
walls, sewers. 
$125; repair of bridges, $400; repair of 
I'ndt 
flagstaffs, monuments, 
tablets, ole., 
$350; repair of equipment, $1,500; his­ 
torical tablets, gun carriages, procure­ 
ment and installation, $150.
